persons all told. ‘Today it is a splen- 
did city of 180,090. The province it- 
elf was ther setiled at but a few 
points, and appeafs in the first census 
as having a population of 25,228. In 
1921 it.: contained 610,118. The 
growth of Manitcba tells the story of 
the other western provinces. 
Saskatchewan -end Alberta did not 
come into the official reckoning until 
1901, and in thai year they registered 
a joint population of 164,301... Twenty 
years later the figures were 1,345,964. 
During the same two decades, British 


Columbia expan‘led from a populatéon 


of 178,657 to 524,582. Tt is impossible 
to take cognizan:e-of such growth in 
numbers without realizing what it 
means jn rising national strength, and 
all that such strength implies. Only 
the myopic and feeble-hearted can fail 
to be stirred by the vision of the 
future. Expectation rests on the solid 
foundation of feta aa accomplish- 
ment. 

Fifty years ago the {ratisportation 
needs of Western.Canada were met by 
the ox-cart and the river barge. ‘To- 
day there are 20,237 les of railway 
west of Ontario.

made blunders, We blundered when 
we permitted these very western 
provinces, which have contributed so 
much to our national strengih, to 
over-estimate their transportation 
needs, We have made other anis- 
takes, But it is impossible to look 
soberly and appraisingly at our ma- 
terial advancement without a strong 
appeal to courage and enterprise, not- 
withstanding the errors of the past. 
Our potentialities are enormous. With 
a sense of pride in what we have done,

“Can Canada be surveyed without the 
conviction thai 200,000,000 people can 
live there in greater prosperity than 
the 45,000,000 here?” Prof, Anderson 
asks. :

On 
these lines_it supplants anything that 
has been tested for many years’and is 
incomparably superior to anything ob- 
tainable fron. ‘average ordinary Eng- 
lish wheat. . There will be 20,000 


bushels of this wheat for seed pur- 
poses, and great advantages aré. ex- 
pected to acciue when it is universal- 
ly grown.—

As an Jdnstance, William 
Dennis, a very wealthy potato grower, 
has quite recently died “at Kirtor, tn 
Lincolnshire, Eastern England. At 83 
years old he was very wealthy, his son 
had been Britain's potato controller 
during the war, but the father started 
as a farm laborer, the ®on of a farm 
laborer, than which there are few less 
wealth-producing iasks in Britain. In 
1870 the man bought a threesacre field 
and grew polatoes—and had his pile of 
ill-luck and spoiled crops. But Den 
nis stuck. He had real ideas, and 
was early quité a reformer in farming 
methods, particulérly in intensive cul- 
tivation, 

Within thirty years of starting with 
a capital of pluck and British gump- 
tion, William Dernis became the own- 
er and occupant of three thousand 
acres. He had selling businesses at 
King’s Cross and Covent Garden in 
London, in New York and other pro- 


fitable centres, Ile was the British 
“Potato King.” Two private limited 
liability companies were eventually 


formed and by 1914 they owned some 
6,000 acres of the finest potato land in 
the kingdom. | In the sanie year they 
purchased a-further estate of 2,240 
acres. Railways were laid on ‘the 
farms and modern machinery was. in- 
troduced. In 1920 a syndicate pur- 
chased the whole undertaking for a 
sum reported to be about $10,000,000. 
| When King Edward VII. was crowned 
there were huge dinners given to the 
poor. William Dennis gave 250 tons 
of potatoes to help out-the menu.—St. 
Thomas ‘Times-Journal,

Agricultur 
al science must be judged not only by 
its material achievements, but also by 
its success in revealing (o the country - 
man something of the wonder and the 
mystery of the great open spaces in 
which he dwells.” 

Such was the conclusion of ithe pre+ 
sidential address delivered by Sir John 
Russel to the agricultural section ot 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. As an agri- 
cultural scientist of note and director 
of the oldes! and most famous agri- 
cultural experiment station, that of 
Rothamsted, Sir John was able to 
give utterance to thoughts which, in 


one of less distinction, might have 
been condemned by narrowed minds 
as visionary and sentimental. His 


speech was characterized by breadth 
of outlook, cleariiess of thought, and 
absolute frankness, Where investiga- 
tions are incomplete as yet or have 
given puzzling results, he said with- 
out hesitation, “We don’t know,” 

One interesting and -practical sug- 
gestion which , re brought forward 
was that the nations of. {he empire 
and the world should co-operate in 
agricultural research especially where 
there were common problems to be 
investigated. “The keynoté to the 
period of agricultural science on which'* 
we have now entefed is that it is be- 
coming more and more a period of co-

out this whole period an average yleld 
has been securec, of 44.5 bushels per 
acre, and the yield for the present 
year is 63.4 bushels! It may not. be 
possible to equa! or even to approxi- 
mate this average return under field 
conditions there or elsewhere in Can- 
ada, with winter or spring wheat, But 
the achievement seryes to illustrate 
the point that selection of breed and 
seed, and cultivation are factors which 
vitally affect production. Acreage is 
not by any means the thing which de- 
termines the possible size of the na- 
tional crop, nor is it the Weather con- 
ditions alone which keep the average 
yleld the country over at a figure less 
than half that at the Guelph College. 

It is a safe estimate that twice the 
amount of wheat could be grown on 
the same amount of land that is now 
cropped in Canada if there was a bet- 
ter selection of varieties and a more 
scientific handling of the operations. 
Canada is alread’ a great wheat-pro- 
ducing country. — But its possibilities 
in that direction are only in the pro- 
cess of development. And the settle- 
ment of land now unused fs not the 
only way by which the present returns 
can be multiplied, The soil and clim- 
ate of the Dominion are capable ot 
producing as many bushels of wheat 
per acre as-the soil and climate ot 
England, and will dq. it when like 
methods of farming are evolved under 
pressure of increasing population. As 
a wheat-producing country Canada Is 
as yet only demonstrating what it can 
do when the occasion requires,--Ed- 
monton Bulletin.

view. Good individual work will, of 
course, ‘always continue to be done, 
but the future will undoubtedly see a 
great expansion of team work. The 
team work should not be. confined to 
individuals working at the same in- 
stitute, The world would gain great- 
ly if co-operation such as now exists 
between the Imperial College Botany 
school and Rothamsted could be effect- 
ed between other institutions devoted 
to agricultural science in the various 
countries of the world,” said Sir John. 
“The émpire has already its. confer- 
ence of premiers; why should it not 
have its conference for agricultural 
science and practice? There are cer- 
tain great problems commen to large 
parts of the empire where the experi- 
ence of one part would be of yalue to 
the rest.” 

“Tests which we have carried on 
with solis under a_ system of two 
years grain and one summerfaliow 
shows a decrease of thirty per cent. of 
the ‘nitrogen content of- prairie soils 
during a 22-year period, and of. 40 per 
cent. during a 38-year period,” stated 
Dr. Frank T, Shutt, of the Dominion * 
experimental farms, “Generally 
speaking, however, impoverishment ot 
the’ soil has not yet gone far enough 
to. reduce western grain ylelds. The 
distribution of rainfall is probably the 
most important single element in grain 
growing on the Canadian prairies, 
Most. of our wostern soils are still 
wonderfully riclhi-and will continue so 
for many years,” 

Dr. Shutt was doubtful of the value 
of the summerfallow. “Its bad often 
overshadows Its good effects,” he said, 
“It destroys soil fibre, allowing drift- 
ing and a loss of valuable surface soil. 
It leads to a Joss of nitrogen and or 
ganic matter from the land. ‘The in- 
troduction of clovers and grasses bo- 
tween the grain crops and the substi- 
tution of hoe crops such as corn and 
sunflowers for the summerfatlow will 
conserve fertility and check soil drift- 
ing.”

Coal Resources 


Coal Fields of Dominion Can Furnish 
inexhaustible Supply 

Atteation was directed during a re- 
cent meeting of the British Associa- 
tion for thesAcvancement of Science 
held in Toronto te the possibility that 
the coal resources of the British Em- 
pire may be exhausted within a few 
centuries. So far as Canada Is con- 
cerned such a contingency seems to bé 
remote. For many years the Cana- 
dian Geological Survey has been in- 
vestigating the coal fields in the Do 
minion and it has been estimated that 
the reserve of coal amounts to more 
than 1,000,000,000,000 tons largely. lig- 
nite, but including over 250,000,000;000 
tons of bituminous coals. Though 
the greater part of the various coal 
fields has been studied. in a general 
way, yet their extent is so great that 
detailed investigations by the Geo- 
logical Survey have been limited to a 
relatively Small part of the whole. 
The gréat extent of the Canadian coal 
fields is apparent when it is realized 
that basins of coal-bearing strata ex- 
‘tend almost continuously for a length 
of 700+ miles within the eastern part 


of the Rocky Mountains and adjoining }, 


foothills. The coals of this region 
are largely bituminous or semi-anthra- 
cite and seams ten to fifteen feet in 
thickness are common. In addition, 
thousands of square miles of the 
prairie country of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan dnd Manitoba are underlain by 
strata holding workable seams of llg- 
nite-and bituminous coals, and import- 
ant coal fields occur in British Colum- 
bia both in the interior and on the 
Pacific coast, while highly developed 
coal fields occur in the east in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick in some 
cases at tide water.

Hatch Sturgeon Fry . 


Feat Is Performed For First Time At 
Pigeon River, Man. 

For the first time in the history of 
North America. sturgeon fry have 
been hatehed successfully, The feat 
was performed at Pigeon River, which 
empties into Lake Winnipeg, by offt- 
eials of the Federal Department ot 
Marine and Fisheries. : ; 
"These officials sent ‘speclatly to 
Pigeon River, spread thtir nets. The 
result was the capture of a pair ot 
Sturgeon, one five feet long and weigh- 
ing more than 100 pounds, while the 
other was slightly smaller. Large 
rents in the nets sltwed where other

From the two fish the officials were | 


sucéessful in hatching 8,000 eggs, but 
new sturgeon in large numbers weré 
released into Lake Winnipeg a few 
days ago. : 

The sturgeon, according to depart- 
ment officials, is the fish without peer 
for sale on the market. Much larg- 
er than salmon, sometimes reaching a 
weight of 300 pounds, the sturgeon is 
the much sought prize of all the fish 
companies. in tormer times there 
were many siurgeon in the Lake ot 
the Woods and the Manitoba lakes, but 
the constant shrinkage caused by large 
seale operations of fish companies 


practically made this variety unob- 
tainable lor many years. 
Both the Canadian and United 


States Governments have spent thou- 
sands of dotiars endeavoring to hatch 
sturgeon, but hitherto without success, 

Until the season's operations on the 
Pigeon River, it was thought imposs- 
ible. The Department of Fisheries 
has announced these operations will 
be carried out on a much larger scale 
next year and thereafter,

Damaged Paper Money 


Laboratories Searching Fer Method To 
r Preserve ‘Expensive Stock 
What becomes of all the defaced and 

damaged paper money fs a question 

that has often been asked of bankers. 

Heretofore~the answer has invariably 

been that it is burned. . Many inter- 

esting stories associated with the 
burning ceremony have gone the 
rounds of the press, among them being 
one in which an excessive draught in 
the furnace littered St. James Street 
in Montreal with partially burned bills. 

Ottawa's fire department was once 

called out to answer an alarm of fire 

when, damaged paper money was be- 
ing destroyed in the furnaces of the 

Finance Department in the East 

Block. Later the melting furnaces 

at the Mint were used for this pur- 

pose. 4 
The destruction by burning of con- 

demned paper money seems likely to 
become an_ obsolete practice. The 
Forest Products Laboratories, of the 
Department of the Interior, have ben 
carrying on a serles of experiments 
to develop the best method of recov- 
ering good paper currency withdrawn 
from circulation By the Department of 
Finance and the various banks, and to 
ascertain if such a method is comer- 
clally feasible. Refining of the stock 
produced under normal cooking con- 
ditions was carried out and, by the 
use of a special washing equipment, it 
was found possible to recover an ab- 
solutely clean pulp. 

The paper used for the printing of 
bank notes is made from pure linen 
cuttings, and is one of the most ex- 
pensive papers manufactured... It will 
readily be seen that if the Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratory are able successfully 
to reclaim pager from condemned cur- 
rency it will be of considerable com- 
mercial importance. 


Wonderful Instrument 
For Munich Museum 


Model of Planetary System Master- 
plece of Mechanical Construction 
The electrical orrery, which Is to be 

placed in the Deutsches Museum at 

Munich under the great Dome, has 

been completed and was recently ex- 

hibited by the makers, Zeiss, of Jena. 

It is described by the scientists who 

saw it in operation as a masterpiece 

of mechanical construction, and is 
likely to take a place among the lead~ 
ing attraction of the museum as soon 
as it has been erected. The work 
has occupied a considerable number 
of years and has been executed under 
the supervision of the original design- 
er, Dr, Bauersfeld, a physicist’ employ- 

ed by the firm. : 5: 

A complete departure has been 
made from the old system in which 
movable dobes were used to trace the 
course of the planets. The new 
orrery consists of a spacious dome 
with a white inner surface to repre- 
sent the heavens and a complicated 
system. of projectors to which the 
dome stands in the same relation as 
the screen to a cinematograph. There 
are in all some 40 projectors geared 
together In such a manner that the 


on to the inner surface of the dome 
simulate the mollons of these bodies 
with great accuracy. 

When the lights in the’ dome are ex- 
tinguished and the projectors are 
brought into action, the starry heaven 
appear in all their beauty ‘with the 
Milky Way wearing just that subdued 
radiance which it has on the glorious 
nights, and are set in motion by an 
electrical engine.
